Showed Picture of Building and with 


Aid of Greek, the Alleged Walling- 


fordw Did Work. 


Arthur Geios and George Ceros, 
proprietors of the fry-Aul R estaurant, 
Centre Square, and Arthur M allene?, 
a former chok at the restaurant, are 
three of the supposed victims of an 
alleged swindling scheme in which 
they subscribed and pail for $1200 
worth of stock in a proposed automo­ 
bile 
tire 
manufacturing 
plant 
at 
Hummelstown. The concern bore the 
name of the Defender Tire and Rub­ 
ber Company. 
Arthur Gems is in Harrisburg to­ 
day relative to the 
claims 
of the 
three men. 
The alleged 
swindlers 
have been caught and heavy bail was 
fixed for their appearance at Court. 
The Geros Brothers have been resi­ 
dents 
of 
Gettysburg 
for 
several 
y e a r s, 
Mallrnes, their 
former 
em­ 
ploye, is now 
jiving at Annapolis, 
.Maryland. 
M. R. Craven, one of the men charg­ 
ed with the flim-flam game, w as a r­ 
rested in Harrisburg, and 
his bail 
fixes! at $1500. X. J. Hughes, another, 
was taken at Laurel Springs, 
New 
.Jersey, and his bail was named as 
$2500. 
They operatet ut a number 
of places and generally their purchas­ 
ers 
were 
Greeks. 
A 
number 
of 
Chambersburg and Carlisle men are 
said to have invested. 
The tale of the doings of this pair 
is inter**?*in*: and complete. 
First, Craven 
and 
Hughes n a p ­ 
ped at the Hotel Rife, in 
Harrisburg, 
ami there met Charles Sekantles, a 
Greek, who was then a bartender at 
a hotel. 
They won him over com­ 
pletely by promising him a new job. 
•which would soon bathe him in lux­ 
ury. 
They promised to pay him all 
expenses if 
he 
would 
take 
them 
around to meet the many Greeks in 
that city and other towns where they 
intended to operate. 
Sekantles 
was to receive ten per 
cent of all stock subscriptions. 
In 
addition, 
as soon as this territory 
had been cleaned up, he would take 
a trip with them into other 
fields 
and then 
would receive a lucrative 
position in the large factory in New 
Jersey, 
and later at 
Hummelstown. 
This young fellow 
swallowed bait, 
hook, line and sinker, 
working un­ 
ceasingly 
as the 
tool of his 
new 
bosses. 
Whenever a Greek 
was encount­ 
ered who could 
not understand the 
mysteries of this great scheme, 
Se­ 
kantles acted as interpreter, 
and in­ 
nocent fellow-countrymen were easily 
beguiled by hearing the wondrous way 
of becoming rich 
in their 
native 
tongue. 
In their operations, 
Craven 
and 
Hughes showed a picture of a build­ 
ing at Hummelstown, 
which 
they 
stated had been purchased by the De­ 
fender company, and would be used as 
a large factory after it hail b^en al­ 
tered to meet the requirements of the 
company. 
One dubious Greek asked 
if any machinery had yet been install­ 
ed and he was assured that many ma­ 
chines were then in 
the 
building. 
This led to a difficult situation, 
but 
the Wallingford* surmounted 
it for 
the time being. 
Many of the happy family of sub­ 
scribers went to Hummelstown one 
day recently to inspect the wonderful 
factory, 
which was 
to bring 
them 
wealth. 
Arriving at the plant corre­ 
sponding with the picture, the doors 
were locked. Neither Mr. Craven nor 
Mr. Hughes carried the coveted key, 
but the Greeks were soon assured that 
new locks were being placed on the 
doors. 
Each subscriber 
was to be 
given a key 
to the factory, 
so that 
he could inspect it at any time.

i The first use of balloons in warfare 
dates way back to the 
Napoleonic 
(wars, when 
France employed them 
against Austria. So revolutionary wus 
the procedure, however, th a t all cap- 
lured observers were treated as spies 
by the enraged Austrians, 
During the 
(Civil wnr In this country N orthern ob­ 
servers looked out across the Potomac 
(from near Washington at the Confed­ 
erates, and gained very valuable in- 
jforniatlon, though under very precari­ 
ous circumstances. France further de­ 
veloped the art in the w ar of 1870 
^gainst Genua ay, who later took It 
alp on a much more ambitious acale In 
b e r Zeppelins. 
The science fell upon 
‘alack times, however, as did that of 
‘airplanes, and the w ar departm ent’s 
report* of a few years back are full of 
brief statements that no work was 
done in ballooning for lack of funds. 
The balloon services abroad, how­ 
ever, had been carefully, lf modestly.
